Some years ago you will remember a

The Borough, 
however, is not without protection, be- 
cause it is hieing covered by an ar- 
rangement with Chief Honaghy, of 
Mower Morion Township, pending the 
select ion of a man who will meet the 
requirements. "Mr. Xoel brought his 
personal ami official influence to bear in 
a certain direction and upon a particu- 
l:-r individual, so that any S. 0. S. and 
other phone calls for tin' police will 
automatically bo flashed to Ardmoro 
and Chief Ponaghy. 

The tax- collector was granted exon- 
erations nu Tdlf* taxes for mnnv delin- 
quents who had moved away. He will 
be expected to roach the others, whose 
time of grace expired with tho old year. 
Thov will find it cheaper to pay their 
Mixes than to move under present con- 
ditions. 

The treasurer presented a report 
which was reassuring. It was decided 
to adhere to the budget system and cre- 
ate temporary loans for current year 
purposes to be paid by tax collections. 
Therefore, tho sinking fund will not be 
encroached upon. Settlement with the 
Springfield Consolidated Water Com- 
pany is still hung up. Provision, how- 
over, has been made to meet the pay- 
in out when so ordered bv court.

Raising Dahlias from Seed. 

Tins is very interesting, as no one 
can be certain just what a seed will/ 
produce. Seeds will sometimes come 
true to the parent form or type, but 
the color or color combination is in- 
variably different. 

All the best new varieties have been 
raised from seed, tho uncertainty of 
the results lend a fascination to this 
method of raising dahlias. 

The seeds should be planted in shal- 
low boxes of good, rich, well prepared 
soil in March, about the loth, in a sun- 
ny window in the house or in the green- 
house. In from six to ten days the 
plants will appear. 

When the plants have made two sets 
of leaves, each plant should be placed 
singly in a l^-iiudi or 2-inch pot. They 
do best in a cool place rather than :i 
warm one, and should be changed to 
larger pots as they grow larger. 

After May Toth they e;m be planted 
out in their perm in ion t locations, al- 
lowing four square feet each the first 
season. 

Tag the rows or plants with name of 
type and grower of seed. Dahlia grow- 
ers and seed houses offer seeds for sale, 
although the beginner will possibly pre- 
fer to buy roots of named varieties. 

The growers take orders at their fall 
shows for delivery the following spring, 
but their catalogs are usually quite 
comprehensive and a selection can read- 
ily be made for delivery n.bout May 10 
to May 15, as this time is the earliest 
that roots can bo planted out.

Haag, of Narberth.. presi- 
dent of the American Society of .Marine 
Draftsmen, addie.-sed a huge nudionre 
at the ninth annual non-ting held at the 
j Ade'phia Hotel. Philadelphia, on Friday 
I evening, February -7. 
| As long as workmen continue mak- 
j iug unreasonable demands for a shorter 
| day, and by this moans throttle produc- 
tion, the cost of living will remain high, 
he told the members. 

Cnreleuting and thoroughgoing per- 
sistence in the policy of deportation 
of aliens who make themselves unde- 
sirable by anti-governmental activities 
was urged by Mr. ilaag, who called 
upon members of the organization to 
align themselves as a determined unit 
for the crushing of radical enterprise. 

"The great trouble," said Mr. Ilaag. 
"is not so much the repeated demands 
for increased wages to meet the as- 
cending cost of necessities, but rather 
tin' unfair, illogical reasoning of em- 
ployees who insist upon less hours of 
work per day. While this condition 
exists, no alleviation may lie expected 
in the cost of living. Production is be- 
ing curtailed alarmingly, while demand 
for commodities increases proportion- 
ately; therefore we have increased 
prices to meet the demands. Social 
unrest is bound to follow in the wake 
of such circumstances. 

''These conditions are largely due to 
a vicious germ imported from a coun- 
try so infected that to-day it is sucked 
almost dry of its lifobloud and vitality. 
and stands nut as a pitiful example of 
anarchy ami spoil-Horn. This germ we 
must repel with every ounce of our 
Americanism.
